France would no longer entertain the “idea” His 
lordship, though deprecating discussion, acted the 
part of M. de Morny in the French Chambers, and 
discussed the annexation himself. It is but justice 
to acknowledge that the Premier completely shattered 
the arguments brought forward by M. de Thouvenel 
in favour of annexation. We expected another 
voluminous epistle from the French Cabinet, in 
which it would be proved, on logical, linqual, and 
physical grounds, that Savoy and Nice ought to 
belong to France. The French Cabinet, however, 
prefers acts to words. Savoy is to be quietly an- 
nexed : Sardinia and France are completely agreed 
upon that point. As far as Mount Cenis the Alps 
are now French, and every pass is to be garrisoned 
by Frenchmen. Switzerland looks in vain for 
Chablais and Faucigny, the gates of her confederacy. 
The Emperor will not even listen to any discussion 
upon that point, The Emperor and Victor Emmanuel, 
having the one surrendered and the other accepted the 
territory and 700,000 men, will then consult, not the 
populations, but the municipalities. Universal 
suffrage is repudiated by the man who owes his 
throne to universal suffrage. Next, the two Powers 
will inform the Courts of Europe of their proceeding. 
which we know already, and the motives of it, which » 
of course, are excellent. No nation will go to war 
with France for “wretched mountain tops, or 
“two parishes,” or the inconsiderable territory” of 
Lord Palmerston. England may eat her leek, the 
thing is done, and we have the uncomfortable feeling 
that 700,000 men exchange a free press, a Constitutional 
Government, and liberty, for the warnings of the 
censor, a nominated Senate, and military despotism, 
under the auspices of Lord Palmerston, as Premier of 
England. 

All this is not very pleasant : it needs something 
more than a glass of French wine to render it palat 
able. If we look into the future, we have nothing 
whatever to reassure us. Boundaries indicated by 
“ nature” is the convenient phrase which includes 
Switzerland, Belgium, and the Rhenish Provinces. 
What is to prevent the Emperor from occupying 
Switzerland to-morrow? He has the passes and the 
gates. Nothing is required but to move those 
50,000 men who are still keeping Lombardy, by a 
four days march, into Berne, Geneva, Neufchatel, 
and the rest. Five days, we say, will suffice to at-

Who could we rely upon as our ally, if our Cabi- 
net dared to speak out their belief? Prussia is a 
Protestant Power, and, until now, we thought our 
firm friend upon the Continent. Russia is mighty, 
and knows the way to Poris better even than to 
Constantinople. Can we rely upon either of them ? 
We have before us the supplemental papers respect- 
ing the affairs of Italy, and when Prussia, naturally 
alarmed, seeks a closer union with the English 
Government, how is she answered?’ Lord John 
Russell writes-- I have to remark that the attempt 
“ made by her Majesty's Ministers, in November 
“ last, to come to an understanding with Prussia and 
„Russia, met with so unfavourable a reception that 
her Majesty's Government are not very willing 
to encounter the chance of another discouraging 
“reply.” Because in November, when the Em- 
peror's schemes were undeveloped, Prussia and Ru- 
sia objected to Lord John Russell's proposals, we 
refused to listen to the proposal of these Powers for 
an arrangement when the danger to all Europe had 
become clear. This is conduct worthy of a passion- 
ate child, not of an English Minister; but it shows 
how little we have {to expect from either of those 
Powers while the present Government remains in 
office. 
As to Austria, hers “ is the policy of resignation,” 
and it is questionable whether she would not more 
willingly join with France than with England. 
The former Power loyally endeavoured to carry out 
the peace of Villafranca ; the latter under our pre- 
sent Foreign Minister, has done its utmost to pre- 
vent the fulfilment of that treaty, with what un- 
fortunate results we now see. Thus, of the five 
Great Powers, two are pushed back by England, one 
is vanquished and resigned, the other two are bound 
together by treaties, compacts, and conventions, 
which, apparently, keep them together, though both 
are pulling different ways. 
Savoy and Nice are annexed : that is the price paid 
for Parma and Modena. M. Thouvenel never once 
mentions Tuscany in connexion with Savoy. What 
is to become of Tuscany? The people have voted 
with acclamation union with Sardinia, but the Em- 
peror cares less now for universal suffrage than in 
1848. With Savoy and Nice nipping Sardinia on 
two sides, with 50,000 men in Lombardy, with ‘Tus. 
cany “‘autonamous,” that is, under a French Regent, 
and with 10,000 men at Rome, France virtually 
commands the Peninsula. There is, indeed, an 
English fleet at Naples, perhaps to put down 
an anticipated insurrection of Lazzaroni, or perhaps 
to show that though out witted by land, we still 
are allowed some privileges at sea. But, should

The French Em- 
cannot be considered to have given up his plan 
ef an independent kingdom in Tuscany and of a Pied- 
montese regency in the Papal province.

A Turin correspondent of the Consfifufíonneí writes 
on the 10th :— 

“Ihave just been informed that Count Cavour has 
sent off to Paris a noterin which he declares that Pied- 
mont, of her own free will, cedes to France the terri- 
tories of Nice and Savoy. The French Envoy, who was 
to ieave this place for Milan, and maintain a significant 
reserve during the vote, has relinquished that journey. 
Everything concurs to show that the good understand- 
ing between the Sardinian Government and the Cabinet 
of the Tuileries will not be troubled.” 

The Nazione of Florence states that the Bishop of 
Vescia has resolved to go in procession at the head ol 
his clergy to vote at the elections; and that the clergy 
of Pistoia have published an address to the people in 
favour of annexation. 

The Gorrier Mercantile states that military prepara- 
tions are being pushed on throughout Piedmont and 
Central Italy with the greatest activity. At Bologna 
the fortifications are rising pag A heavy ordnance 
and muskets arrive daily, and the troops are being 
daily practised.

General Cialdina 
arrived at Modena on the 7th, and was received with 
an ovation, this being the first time he had revisited his 
native town after an absence of 20 years.

SAVOY. 

A proclamation, bearing date the 10th of March, has 
been issued by M. Orso Serra, the Governor of Cham- 
bery, on the subject of the proposed annexation. “ You 
are called upon,” he says, addressing the inhabitants, 
“to choose between the ancient monarchy of Savoy, 
towards which you unite a secular affection with an 
unlimited devotion, and the nation which has so many 
claims on your sympathies, as well by reason of its 
vicinity as of the efit it has recently conferred. 
However acute would be the King’s regret if he learned 
that the provinces which have been the glorious cradle 
of the monarchy should decide upon a separation from 
the rest of his States, he cannot retuse to recognise the 
manifestations that have been made.” 


THE FRENCH TROOPS LN LOMBARDY. 

The Independance Belge has the following :— 

“ As we hinted vesterday, the French troops cantoned 
in Lombardy will not return into France, Marshal 
Vaillant having received contrary orders. There are 
tre accounts of the motives which actuated the French 
Government in thus modifying their intentions. Ac- 
cording to one, the first orders were merely provisional, 
to the effect that the troops were to hold themselves in 
readiness to move. This version is the least probable, 
since the orders in question were issued a long time ago, 
aod it was even thought that they would have been fol- 
lowed by an occupation of Tuscany, for the purpose of 
preventing the annexation. According to the second 
account, Count Cavoar solicited and obtained a post- 
ponement of the departure of the French troops, in order 
that the measure might not, under existing circum- 
stances, look like a rupture between the two Govern- 
ments. The third version considers the cause of the 
change of disposition to have been the of Mar- 
shal Vaillant, who showed that the withdrawal of the 
troops under his command would be the signal for a 
collision between the Austrian troops massed on the 
further bank of the Mincio and the Italian volunteers — 
Venetians for the moet part—united on this side of the 
river, and animated with the most bitter feelings towards 
the authorities from whose rigour they have fled. 
From this to a renewal of the war there would be but 
one step.

For the present the 
French will not leave Lombardy. If they change their

EXPORTS TO FRANCE. 

A return was published yesterday showing the quan- 
tities and values of manufactures and produce exported 
from the United Kingdom to France during the 
years 1854 to 1859. In '55 the value of the produce and 
manufactures of the United Kingdom, excluding those 
of foreign countries which merely passed through it, 
was £3,100,000 ; in ‘54, £6,000,000; in 56, 46,400, 000 
in 57, 46,200,000; in 38, £4,810,000; and in 39, 
£4,700,000, The values of the foreign and colonial pro- 
duce and manufactures passing through this country in 
the same time were, in 54, £3,200,000; in '55, 
£4,400,000 ; in 56, £4,000,000 ; in °57, 43,100,000; in 
58, £4,300,000; and in 59, £4,500,000, 

An examination of the table relating exclusively to 
the produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom 
shows that coal is thearticle of which the greatest value 
is exported, £615,000 being the declared value of the 
1,291,000 tons which passed from this country into 
France during the year 1859. Inthe same year there 
were also exported 89.120 ct. of coffee at a declared 
value of £487,083, and 6.000, 000lbs, of wool valued at 
£428,942. The quantities of coal and coffee exported in 
1859 are greater than the number of exports of pre- 
vious years, but the reverse is the case with the wool, 
the quantity named being little more than half that ex- 
ported in 1857, and considerably less than the quantities 
exported in any of the years to which the return refers. 
The value of the 82,713 tons of iron sent to France in 
‘99 was £395,135, this being again less than values of 
previous exports. In 1856 the value of the iron ex- 
ported was £1,186,576, and in every year referred to, 
54 excepted, it was considerably greater than in 39. 

Silk is the article of foreign er colonial produce which 
parses through this country into France in the greatest 
quantities, the value of that exported in 39, including 
both raw and thrown silk, being £1,700,000. The value 
of the colonial wool exported in the same time was 
£914,000. aes 


Cousterreitixne Traps Marxs.—A large wholesale 
customer from London walked into the warchouse of 
one of our leading bütton manufacturers. A member 
of the firm, who was in attendance, held out his hand 
for the friendly greeting that usually preceded business 
negociations; to his great surprise this was indignantly 
refused. ‘The customer then threw down a parcel of 
buttons, asking the manufacturer whether they were 
not made by him, The buttons, thecard on which they 
were placed, and the papers in which they were wrap 
were examined, and the name of the firm was found to 
be stamped on the back of the buttons ; the name and 
a sort of eseutcheon used as a trade mark were printed 
on the wrap paper, which was of the same colour 
and quality as used in the manufactory. The cus- 
tomer then explained the cause of his indignation: he 
had purchased these at ten per cent. under the prices 
lye had been paying directly to the manufacturer, whom 
he accused of a breach of faith in supplying other 
dealers at a lower price. This was at once dented, and 
the manufacturer offered to show his books in proof of 
the denial A farther examination of the buttons was 
made; some were pulled to pieces, and then it was 
seen that they were only imitations of the articles they 
were su to be—that they were of inferior quality 
in everything but external appearance; but the imita- 
tion was so close that the manufacturer himself was at 
first deceived by them. Further investigation proved 
that the buttons were imported from the Continent, 
and that they were probably made in Belgium — H- 
mingham Daily Post. * 

Divonck IN run Unirep Stares.—The method 
which divorces are obtained in the United States is illus- 
trated by a case which had occurred in Kansas, reported 
by the New York Times, asfolk vs: Our co dent 
in Kansas apprises us that the market for divorces on the 
Legislative Change may be quoted as extremely active.

8. Strothers,of Washington City, who married the daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Myra Gaines, of litigious fame, and who sought 
a separation onthe ground that his wife found his society 
Hlisagreeable, and avoided it.

account ofa peculiar scene ina court of law. As Cap- 
tain Vincent Witcher was taking testimony relative to 
the divorce of his granddaughter from a man named 
Clemens, the latter and his brother became angry and 
fired revolvers, grazing Witcher's clothing. The latter 
fired,and shot both dead, A grandson of Witcher, named 
Smith, attempted to enter, when the third Clemens fired 
upon him. Smith immediately killed him with a bowie 
knife. Witcher is 75 years old, well known, and was 
formerly president of the Danville Railroad.
